The programme was a well- 
balanced one, if perhaps sume- 
what ovcr-ambitious considering 
the youth and immaturity of 
the performer, The four groups 
of plano solus were interspersed 
by a group of songs by Angela 
Wong, contralto, and a second 

, troup sung by. Winnie Wel, 
soprano. 

Three short numbers by 
Domenico Scarlatt! provided the 
opening group of plano solos —. 
these were played dellentely and 
prettily, and seemed to be 
within the scope of the young 
student-planist. The Beethoven 
‘Sonata Pathetique’ Op, 13 was 
the iiext of the plano works, 
ending the frst half of the pro- 
gramme, This was a very 
umbitlous undertuking for a 
youngster, of 15, requiring more 
in interpretation than could 
reusonably be expected at this 
age. ,However, there were 
moments in the ‘ndaglo canta-
